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1) ..redemption's procurement. Often times, when I preach, I 
attempt to give you spiritual truth that you apply to your life and 
pursuit of Christ and although there will be some of that 
sprinkled throughout the message, I mainly want you just to 
look at Him. Look at Jesus, look at our Saviour. First of all I want 
you to... 

2) Isaiah 50:7 For the Lord GOD will help me; therefore shall I not 
be confounded: therefore have I set my face like a flint, and I 
know that I shall not be ashamed. i 

3) ...Look at Him. Yes we can glean out of this text that there is a 
cross to bare, yes there is sorrow and heart ache that lay ahead 
and yet we should face it even it alone and trust that God is with 
us. But look at Him! The only lamb of God. Meek and mild being 
led alone to the sacrificial slaughter for you and I. 

4) ...of us to run for cover. But not Him. 


5) ...their joy to degrade and destroy every Hebrew that occasion 
granted them? Willingly he gave himself for us. 


1) ...strength! Isaiah 53:3 He is despised and rejected of men; a 
man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief: Isaiah 53:7 He war 
oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened not his mouth: 
he is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so he openeth not his mouth. I know we 
can glean from Christ here strength to suffer what ever path of 
suffering that best glorifies God. But look at Him. He was 
condemned for me. 

2) ...A transfer of defilement. As the pang of Calvary hits in full 
force, let me remind you, that each teasing, taunting gesture 
endured by the Lord Jesus, was meant for you. Each drop of 
spittle that ran down the face of Christ, had your name on it. 
This humiliation is the humiliation that you and I should have 
experienced, yet we stand aside and see him endure such 
contradiction of sinners. 

3) ...lashes of judgment belonged to me, for my rebellion, for my 
trangression, for my wicked heart. And yet the lashes that were 
meant for my were absorbed by the body of a substitute that 
loves me and gave Himself for me! 
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1) ...not swooned or passed out. He died. The wages of sin is 
death. Psychological torture was agonizing, physical torture was 
excruciating, but death was the ultimated price for sin! 


2) ...proved to be the prophet of God in that all of His predictions 
have come to pass. Even the ones that seem out of the realm of 
mortal man's ability. Proving Him to be God of very God ! 

3) Hebrews 9:12 Neither by the blood of goats and calves, but by 
his own blood he entered in once into the holy place, having 
obtained eternal redemption for us. 


4) ...He arose a Victor from the dark domain. And He lives forever, 
with His saints to reign. He arose! He arose! Hallelujah! Christ 
arose!
